Young recently said on returning 
from an African trip thai 
black 
African nations w ere extrem ely 
pleased at Carter's victory in the 
presidential election. 
He earlier resisted taking a position 
in the Carter administration, telling 
reporters on several occasions he felt 
it 
would 
be better to serve 
in 
Congress. 
The U N. post carries Cabinet rank 
Carter has already named his 
secretaries of state, treasury and 
transportation 
P ress S ecretary Jody Powell, 
m eanw hile, confirm ed that Rep 
Barbara Jordan, D-Tex . is under

and said that 
Carter still has not made a selection 
for the important role of Secretary of 
Defense.

Refund Checks Due 


Comptroller Bob Bullock 
said this week that 49 Texas 
cities and 34 counties w ill 
soon receive a Christmas 
bonus in the form of checks 
totaling $1.5 million because 
of a court ruling upholding 
the state’s mixed drink tax. 
but Plano isn’t one of the 
cities. 
An additional $3.8 million 
will be deposited in the state 
general revenue fund, the 
Comptroller announced 
Only those cities and 
counties having mixed drink 
establishments within their 
boundaries that were a party 
to the suit w ill receive the 
rem ittances, Bullock ex­ 
plained. The regular mixed 
drink rebates are made 


q ua rte rly by the Comp­ 
troller’s Office. 
The Texas Supreme Court 
recently concurred in a 
lower court ruling upholding 
the law, clearing the way for 
release of the tax money to 
the state, cities and counties, 
Bullock said. 
Bullock said his office had 
been holding the taxes— 
which 
were paid under 
protest—in 
a 
suspense 
account pending a review of 
the 
case 
by 
the 
State 
Supreme Court. 
A number of mixed drink 
establishments in 
the 
49 
cities and 34 counties had 
challenged 
the

s m u u o n a iity of the law 
which assess a 10-percent 


tax on gross receipts from 
the sale of mixed drinks, the 
Comptroller said. 
He said they argued un­ 
successfully that they were 
being discriminated against 
because the gross receipts 
tax is not levied also against 
establishments serving only 
beer and wine.
